Our Coal Mines. 

There is no glamour about it. The 
process of winning and shipping coal 
is so commonplace and unattractive 
to the general public that thoro is a 
danger of this most important domes- 
tic industry being lost Bight of. There 
ia oven a danger of tho mind of tho 
G ( oVerhment not being adequately im- 
prossed with tho importance andclnima 
of the coal interests of Vancouver Is- 
land'. ' If there were, within six hours' 
pleasant sail of whore wo write, a gold 
mine or a silver mine, employing the 
amount of labor and averaging the 
amount of valuable output thatNanaimo 
does, would not all Victoria bo aglow 
with excitement over it ? If Nanaimo 
wero turning out white diamonds at 
the same average rate of value that she 
^quietly turning out tho blade dia- 
mond, would not she be the centre of 
attraction, tho sought after of the 
North Pacific ? "Unquestionably she 
would. But "it's only coal," and who 
cares about coal ? How tho masses- 
is it quite right to apply the term 
' 'masses" to our present sparse popu- 
lation ? — think and talk about Cariboo. 
It is the fertile themo of the public 
writer and talker. It is a folt in- 
lhience in every department of life, 
the barometer of trade and commerce. 
Has not tho public mind been unduly 
absorbed in Cariboo ? Would the 
reader be surprised to learn that tho 
average value of the output of Nanaimo 
is fast approximating that of Cariboo ? 
And yet so it is. A' few weeks ago we 
placed before our readers a hasty sketch 
of the, various coal measures in course 
of working at Nanaimo, including the 
Douglas, the Wellington, and the New- 
castle mines; so that it will not be con- 
sidered necessary to travel over that 
ground now. Data at hand enables us 
to state that tho aggregate output this 
year will rise above fifty thousand tons. 
At livo dollars and lift}' cents a ton, 
that would yield two hundred and 
sev'enty-'five thousand dollars. We are 
in a position to state that preparations 
are now in course to double tho output, 
in order to meet the increased demand 
of next ■ year, which there is every 
reason to believe will be double the 
present. The causes of this groat in- 
crease iu the demand for our coal are 
Vaidous.. In the first place, the reduction 
of the United States duty io the extent of 
fifty cents a ton gives British Columbia 
n better footing in tho San Francisco 
market,— our chief market at present. 
In the second place, tho superiority of 
aur'fcoal over all competitors on this 
const has come to be better understood 
and more generally acknowledged in 
California. In the third place, the 
coal consumption is greatly increasing. 
These and other circumstances have 
led thoso most directly interested to 
conclude that the demand of 1873 will 
be double that of 1872;andso thorough- 
ly convinced aro they of tho correct- 
ness .of these conclusions that they are, 
as lias already boon stated, making 
preparations for doubling the output of 
tho' mines. It will thus bo seen that 
Nanaimo is already close upon tho 
heels of Cariboo, with a fair prospect 
of outstrlppingher. Looking to future 
development, the Nanaimo of the 
present, with all its relative importance 
'is but tho nucleus, so to speak, of that 
which shall be. Whether tho Canada 
Pacific Railway should cross Johnston 
Strait by a bridge or Georgia Strait by 
u ferry, or whether it should stop short 
at Burrurd Inlet, Nanaimo will bo all 
right. She, at least, possesses a power 
which must compel Commerce to come 
and knoel to her. Her coal stores are 
her power; and these stores are practi- 
cally, inexhaustible. Competnnt 
•Authority has pronounced the coal 
measures of which Nanaimo may justly 
be regarded as the centro and repre- 
sentative, to bo practically inexhaust- 
ible. While, .therefore, Nanaimo has 
in tho past, been denied that important 
position either- in the public mind or 
in the Legislative appropriations to 
, 'which she was or titled, it is quite clear 
1 that she is fast attaining a position and 
a power which will enable her to assert 
■ hor just rights and demand her proper 
nlmro of attention both at tho Lands of 
tho public and the Government. And 
it would scorn, if one might venture to 
judge by outward appearance, that the 
people of Nanaimo are beginning to 
realize all thib. The preparations for 
greatly enlarging mining operations 
1 avc already boon adverted to. At no 
period in the history of the town has so 
much building been going on. Several 
largo houses of tho better class have 
boon built; others are in course of erec- 
tion, while others again are projected; 
Privato effort and enterprise needs 
only to bo encouraged and seconded 
by the expenditure of a more just whnro 
of tho public revenue in forming and 
improving streets audbridges, in order 
to give Nanaimo an appearance and 
facilities commensurate with her im- 
portance, That our immense stores of 
superior coal will attract foreign capi- 
tal ia quite certain, Indeed wo have 
reason to know that at the present mo- 
ment San Francisco is looking in that 
direction. Nor is the inllow of American 
oiipiuil ivtull undesirable. The infusion 
of new capital is at all times deuirablo. In 
tlufJmswmoo it'is ospooially so; for it is 
•not unreasonable to presume that in the 
ratio in which American capital is em- 
ployed in tho development of our coal 
mines will American influence be brought 
io benr at Washington in favor of throw- 
ing open tho Goldep Gale of San Fran- 
cisco for the free admission of tho pro- 
duct of those milieu, It is, thoro/oro, in 



this view, highly gratifying to know that 
Sun Francisco capitalists are directing at- 
tention to the wondorous cool stores of 
Vancouver Island,— stores destined to 
exert a powerful influence upon com- 
merce iu tho No rp Pacific .

Mr. Sanford Fleming and party wont 
over to Burrard Inlet on Saturday as tho 
guests of Mr. H. Nelson, M. P. for tho 
District. 

At Hastings pier tho little stoamor Sea 
Foam was in readiness and convoyed tho 
party to Moody, D'mtz & Nelson's Mills, 
where some timo was pleasantly spent in 
examining tho mill itself and the various 
objects of interest connected with it. It 
so happened that the logs on which tho 
mill wns engaged at tho timo wero fino 
specimens of the Douglas Pine, being 
about Ave feet iii' diameter. At the com- 
pany's assay oilico tho party wore shown 
some tino specimens of tho celebrated 
Eureka ore, and also some ingots and ' 'but- 
tons" of silver obtained therefrom, 

After doing justice to an excellent lunch, 
tho party proceeded on hoard Messrs. 
Moody, Diotz & Nelson's new steamer, 
which was lying at tho wharf, with steam 
up, ready to take them on a tour of in- 
spection to tho outer harbor. Tho run 
down the Inlet, along the shore of Eng- 
lish Bay and into the mouth of Howe 
Sound, was very pleasant, and afforded 
tho visitors a fino opportunity of noting 
the advantages which nature has showered 
with a lavish hand on this harbor — or 
rather, this chain of harbors — ^rhich is 
destined, oro many yours, to see its now 
quiet waters ploughed by thousands of 
kcols, bearing to tho West tho rich pro- 
ducts of Orient lands, and carrying back 
again tho ruder staples of tho hardy North. 
After proceeding a few miles up Howo 
Sound, tho steamer was put about, and 
running along the southern shore of Eng- 
lish Bay, sho once more entered the Inlet, 
arriving at her wharf about half-past six. 
At seven, dinner was announced, and af- 
ter a few hours spent in social enjoyment 
Mr. Sanford Fleming and party, accom- 
panied by Mr. Nolson, Dr. Carroll and 
Mr. Nathan, embarked on the Sir Tames 
Douglas (which steamer had arrived from 
Victoria during tho aftornoon) and sailed 
at three o'clook next morning for Bute 
Inlet. 

During the clay, as a matter of course, 
little or nothing was said on tho ''termi- 
nus" question ; but the Chief Engineer, 
in responding to a toast, availed himself 
of tho opportunity to assure thoso who 
hoard him that the fears of soino who re- 
gard tho railway project as a myth were 
wholly without foundation.

LAST NIGHT'S DISPATCHES 

Eastern States. 

ClNOlNATTl, Oil. 7. A riot occurred to- 
night at HI o'clock, corner of Fifth and 
Broadway, between n Fourth ward, Greeley 
torch-light procession and seine colored 
people : from titty to seveuty-tivo shots 
were tired and several persons wounded, 
but none, so far as heard killed. During 
the day tho colored people say word was 
sent tin ni that they would be attache,! this 
evening. This news oivmo also to the 
police oflleors of the district who feared a 
riot. The colored men laid in a stock of 
ammunition and the colored woineu.pl a 
small chapel at the corner of Sixth and 
Broadway, were holding a sort of fair for 
tho benefit of the church, A brass band 
was piny ing for them in front of tho door, 
this drew a largo crowd. Speeches were 
called for and a colored man made them 
a political speech on the street. While 
he was speaking the procession of Greeley 
men marching on Fifth st. towards Broad- 
way came in the street ami intending to 
g« down toward one a short distance from 
where speaking was, the procession turn- 
ed down Broadway marching away from 
the crowd at the chapel. At this time fir- 
ing .commenced ; how it started, no two 
statements quite agree, one account is that 
a lot of colored children rushed down to 
the corner to see it go by and hurrahed 
for Grant, and the torch-bearers in the 
procession beat them back and drovo them 
away and then attempted to drive a color- 
ed man away by threatening him and he 
drew a pistol and fired at them. Others 
who saw the beginning say four shots wor.o 
fired ly men in the procession and the 
blacks' fired back. Unarmed colored men 
ran into their armory on New street north 
of Sixth and rushed out to roii-tuMio their 
friends, they succeeded in driving back 
and dispersing (he. m'ombbi'.s of tho pro- 
cession rushed back to their armory where 
about 200 of them are under am i,s they 
have all approaches to the armory guard- 
ed, One of their leaders inside mu,d.ft, a, 
Bpoeclnn which ho ht:itud'-"tl(hj idhiok was 
organized to |t\lju>idafn you fiyiu voting 
to-morrow iV'.vuiug- { want to pay to you, 
let every man go to the j mils mu'l vote if 
the net cos Is him his life." The speech 
was received with defeaning shouts. When
